We trust tliat tiie citizens of Victoriu 
will not consider that yeaterduy'a elec- 
tion shelved the sewerage tjiiestion. 
It ia aaid tluit tlio dicisiou was not 
against suwurago "per so" but against 
the way in wliieli tlie huaiiiess was biniijj 
managed liy the ccnincii. it ia to Iji 
hoped tliat tliia was tlio case, for it 
would be a deep and lusting reproach to 
Victoria if a majority of its ratepayers 
were kuowu to bo opposed to draining tlio 
city. Every one who opposed the 
council's aulioiiie prefaced his remarks 
by saying that lie was not oppo.ied lo 
having tlic city drained. It ia fair, 
therefore, to infer that these gentlemen 
represented the great majority of the 
ratepayoia. If thu ratci>ayers are really 
desirous lo make lliis city as clean as it 
ought to be lliu work will soon be done, 
" Where tlioiv's a will tlieie'a a way 
is a true saying. When the citizens 
earnestly desire to huvo an eficctive 
system of sewers they will not 
allow a trifle to stand in 
the way of their accomplishing their 
purpose.

America nnist be to them 
an earthly paradise, and it is to be ex- 
pected that thuy will cminrato to itaa 
long as they are permitted to land on its 
sHoruB. 

Arc they desirable immigrants T Mr, 
I'arweir answer is an emphatic no! He 
says very little about the Chinaman's 
Wrtues, bul lie dilates considerably on 
his vices, and his unfitness gener- 
ally to become a member of a civilized 
and a Christian community. The China- 
man, he maintains, never changes. He 
Ima no adiiptability. After forty years 
idoii'jo among United States citizens 
ho ia as much a pagan as he or his father 
was when ho first set foot on American 
soil. Teaching is thrown away upon 
him.. Ho improves iu some mechunical 
arts and there his adaptation to his 
environment ceases. As rcgarda his 
mode ^of life, his cuiitoma, his 
social vices, his language and his 
costume he is still a Chinaman. 
He aasooiatca only with his own 
[leople, he looks to them alone for guid- 
ance. Ho obeys thoir laws and pays 
Itica to his own comniiinity. Chiuu- 
lowii in San Francisco ia as much China- 
town as if it wore part of Canton. He 
loes not even adopt the United States 
citizen's vices, although many United 
States citizens are ruined body and 
soul by adopting his. Mr. Farwell 
ays: "Wo cannot lose sight of the 
tact, however, that the children born of 
t'hinese parents in San Francisco, so 
far, are oa distinctly Chinese in race, 
habits, superstitions, vices ond coa- 
tumo aa were their fathers before them. 
'I'll us fur thuro has not been a porcept- 
ible change in llieiu." Ho goes so far as 
10 lead his readers lo believe that the 
Chinese aro not Chriatianizable. He 
asks : "Is there not something that al- 
ways lias and always will resist efforts 
al Christianization of the Chinese?" and 
lie brings forward the Abbe Hue to 
prove tlrit they arc dead to uU higher 
iMiliicnces. Tlio Abbo deplores the 
want of success of misaionarioa among 
ihu (,'liiiieae.. ^According to his account 
tliey aie of ' the earth,' earthy.' "The 
Cliiiiose," he says, "are so completely 
absorbed in tuiiiporal iiiturests, in the 
things that fall under thoir senses, thai 
their wliolu life ia only lualerialisni put 
iu action. Lucre is the only object on 
which thcir^ey^ are, fixed. ... A 
inirning thirst to realize some profit, 
great or small, absorbs their faculties, 
the whole energy of their being. They 
never pursue anything with ardor, but 
riclies ami natural oiijoyineiils. (lod 
the soul, a future life, they believe in 
none: of ,tl)em, ,or,ratlier they, never think 
about thetn at all." The Cbiuese have 
a miotim which Mr. Farwell quotes 
with disapproval. It is: "Religions 
are many, reason is one; we are all 
brotliera." If this means that because 
we aro all l)rother3 wo should not allow 
(liU'ereiiceH of opinion in matters of re- 
ligion to keep ua ujiart, it ia, we siibiiiit, 
very far indeed from being objectioii- 
alile. Mr. Farwell, however, believes 
tliiil MO go{i(l can come out of (^hiiia. 

What is to be done with the Chinese 
that are already iu the United 
Stales, and 'how are ' their countrymen 
to bo prevented from landing on the 
territory of the Republic, we are not 
told. The writer merely states the 
prohlciii, but ho gives ua no hint as to how 
it ia to bo siilved. Ho does not want to 
see a new China eat.diliahud on Ameri- 
can ■ territoryi • He ! believes' ' that ' the 
Fxclusion La'w does not exclude. He 
eonsidera that as long as the only penalty 
for a Chinaman attemptingto settle in the 
United .Slates ia merely to bo sent out 
of the country or to bo put in prison, 
where he will get enough to eat. China- 
men will break through all barriers and 
get into the country. But what to 
substitute for the,, prieieat .law-he does 
not give even the remotesi: hint. He 
siiys the Chinese (luestion is very fur 
Iroiii being linally disposed of, and that 
it ia now aasuiniiig its gravcat and must 
important aspect, but to the questioa, 
What are you going to do about it ? he 
has no answer 'to make.

Mr. Willard 15. Farwell has a paper 
iu Popular Science Monthly for Decem- 
ber on "New Phases in the Chinese 
Problem." Mr. Farwell is evidently no 
friend of the Chinaman. He does not 
admiru him as he is al home, ami he 
COIisiileis llial.loliii h.'is no liiisiiKjHs al all 
<m this eoiilineiil. How is he to be got 
out of it and kepi out of it isythe chief 
object of his ciiijuiry. He believes that 
it will require stringent measures to 
compel htm to stay iit homo out of 
which he is driven by hunger. He 
quotes lho Abbe Hue lo show that llie 
Chiuaman al home ia in perpetual dan- 
gar of Btarvaliuii. 

"At all epochs," the Abbe says, "and 
in the most nourishing and beat gov- 
criieil countries, there havo always 
been, and there always will bo, poor; 
but iiiKjuestioiiably lliere can bo louiul 
in no uliier eouiilry such adcpllj ot ilis- 
aalrous poverty as ill llio Chinese I'ju- 
pirc. JSol a year passes in which ;i ter- 
rific nuiuber of persons do not perish of 
famine ill s.::iiu pal l uf China, and lliu 
uumbcr of those who live merely from 
day lo day is ineaK'ulalile. Let a 
drought, an imiiidalioii, or any accident 
whatuvur occur lo injure the harvest in 
a single province, and two-thirds of lho 
population aro immediiilely reduced to 
a Btato of slarvatioii. Voii aco them 
forming thoniaelvea into iiuiiu roua baiida 
— perfect arniioa of boggars — and jiro- 
ceeding together, men, women and eliil- 
droll, to sock in the towns ami villages 
for some liUlo niiuriahiiieiit whoruwitli 
to sustain fm' a brief interval their mis- 
orablo exlsteuee. .Many fall down by 
tho waysiilo and die lielore they reai;;i 
the place wliero ihi^y bad hoiied to lind 
help. Von SCO their boilici; lying in lho 
fiolda and at tho waysido, and you pass 
without iakin({ much notico of tlKiin, 
Ho familhir ia tho horrid upc^claclu. Ca- 
lauiiticH of tills kind occur every year 
iu some place or other, and those who 
havo inado any savings aro able to got 
through tho crisis and wait for better 
days; out others, who aro i.lways iu 
nmoh greater numbers havo no choic; 
but to expatrialoj laomselvea or die of 
fAliiine. " 

It is nut much wonder that thu popu- 
lation of such a country overflows into 



the portion of the interest that has been 
forced from it, and atringo.'it measuriis 
nuist be resorted to before it can be in- 
duced to pay tho balance. Tho Score- 
Inry of tho Interior says : 

It ia apparent that any enforcoinont 
of this debt would result in the sale of 
Ihe road, and at thot sale either tho 
United States would have to bo tho bid- 
dor or it would have to bo bid in by the 
company itself, bccauae of the inimenao 
amount of the debt and tlio fact that 
Lho lien ia but upon a portuin of the 
road and upon that there is a prior 
mortgage.' If tlie bid by tho railroad 
company itself, or even anotlier, wore 
puid.in new bonds that ilaelf wouUl bo 
bub an extension of the debt." 

A railroad that is in this condition ia 
not in a position to reproach a ("anii- 
lian road with hf^vtog been subsidised. 
.•Vltliougli this road is so deeply enibar- 
rasaod its projectors contrived to inakod 
immense fortunes. 

The Central Pacfio is in no bettor po- 
sition. Tho government ia ita ci editor 
to the extent of §r)'2,'2r)(i,70-t. It bor- 
rowed $27,805,680, on which tho gov- 
ernment has paid hitorestto the ainnmil 
of §35,1-18,849. All tliut it has paid iu 
the way of intercat and aiiikiug fund 
has been .'?10,7-17,7i) 1. The interest 
hiiie unpaid amounts lo .?'_'-l, U)l .Oo l. 
There was a time when tho miiiiagors of 
these roads expected to got out of pay- 
ing their debts to tho government alto- 
gether, but they found that this could 
not 1)0 done. 

The United States' racific Roads had, 
besides tho money loan, grants of land 
which yielded them largo returns. We 
see -bytthe ,-' Report that on Juno, 1889, 
tho ' Union Pacific Gompauy had dis- 
posed of 13,130,41-1 acres of land. Tho 
total cash reouipls from all land sales 
amounted lo S31,.S'J.'),1.'1II, and that 
there remained outslauding on account 
of time sales the sum of SI 1, 32,'), 204. 
Here we havectver forty-six millions 
derived from land sSbaidies alone. Tliis 
was a free gift, (iiviug liie ciunpaiiy 
credit for every dollar that it lias |)aid 
to the (loveriiment in the way of cash 
ami traiiaportatioii it has received from 
tho people nearly ono hundred millions 
of dollars, yet its managers consider 
themselves ill-used when Canadian 
roads, which have fully met all thoir 
liabilities to the Dominion Government, 
arc permitted to carry American goods 
across tho contiiioiit. Tliey arc not 
satisfied with the heli) they have re- 
ceived, but they want to have the whole 
of the producers of the West arid the 
Northwest at their mercy, so that they 
may demand as high rates on the freiglii 
they carry as it can possibly bi. ir. We 
aro not surprised that the usei-s of rail- 
ways on this side of tho continent look 
upon tho Canadian roads as an untiuali- 
Red blessing.

GLAY BIRDS HAVE 3'JPERSEDED 
THE GENUINE ARTICLE.

A a|)ort which of Into years bos been itead- 
lly growing In popiilnrity is Hmt of trap 
ghootiiiK. For timiiy yeeiru it wns confined to 
a fow partlcipmita, >vlio wer* looked upon as 
gun crunks. In thono diiya nothlug but wild 
pigeons were shot, aa th^ day aauotn had 
■ot tbea b««n inrentod. , 

Ai time proifretsod and large tournamenta 
become more frequent, the drafts upon Uiii] 
lire bird roosts lu tb« far west were so haar/i 
aa to almost axtarralnate them; at leaat, th*/ 
were foi-ced to leare their old haunts, and Ui« 
huaters who bad mode a good living for yean 
by trapping the birds were forced to seek 
other occupations. The failure , of ^^th^fr^jl 
bird crop necessitated other ineasurM,' aa 
shoots woi'o de»tined to multiply rather than 
to deoreniw, so tame pigeons were substi- 
tuted, bred especially for trap purposes by 
farmers hi various sections of the country. 
nm WBOEssmr ron new txrokts. 

Just prior to the great Coney Island tour- 
nament about ten years ago, publlo senti- 
ment, inspired by Heni-y Bergh, with the 
Society for the I'ruvuntlon of Cruelty to 
Auinial.s at bis buck, doinandetl the stoppage 
of tbe practice of killing birds from the trap. 
This feeling culniinuted at the Coney Island 
shoot, wliero nioro than !iO,lK)0 livo birds, 
many of tlicin yonug nud unfledged, and un- 
able to lly, vvoro shot during the week. Mr. 
Bergh atteiiipti'd to stop proceedings, but 
was unable to do so, and the programme was 
carried out as intcjided. 

Although Mr. Bergli's power was «ucces»- 
fully bravwl on tliis oconsion, it did mor« to 
stop live bird Bhooting for a time than any 
other moveniinit. Glnta balls uud a patent 
tiu target, made to gyrate in its night to 
resemble tho action of a bird, had been used 
with iMniQ success. This was a clumsy and 
cxpeasivo Invention and did not meet with 
favor. 

An objection to the gloss balls was tho 
number of nccidonts that occurred through 
tho bite of broken glass with which tho shoot- 
ing groniiil WH.M strewn, al»o tbe regularity 
ef thoir Uigbt, which made shooting at tham 
almost automatic after a little practice. The 
necessity for a new and Improved target was 
very apparent, and at the Coney Island 
shoot the clay pigeon was shown for tbe first 
time. 

This was a saucer shaped image of clay, 
which whon thrown from a specially de- 
signed trap went saiUhg rapidly through the 
air to a distance of from thirty to forty-five 
yards, according as desired and governed by 
the tension of the spring on tho trap. These 
disks were more uneven In their flight, and 
wore easier influenced by tho wind, thus 
making the tn.«k of breaking thoii: by no 
meansi easy. Shooters inunediatoly saw the 
iiiinionso advantage these targets bad over 
glass bnlls, and they a6 once sprang into far 
vor. 

rNTHonnciNO the clav hikds. 

Tho company engaged in tlieir manufac- 
ture socnrod tbo services of tho note<l shota, 
Capt. I!o;;;ii',lus and Dr. Carver, and they 
traveled all over the country, Bhootiivg 
malchc.-i tof^ctluT nr. thu oluy birds. The fame 
of theso niarksiiii n druw attention to tlienaw 
targets, and soon tliey were used in all eoc- 
tions. Since t li.1t t inio now oonipanies have 
l>eon formed for the manufacture of other 
and improved .styles of birds and traps, until 
now thero are half a dozen factories in oxi.st- 
ence, which turn out manj- hundreds of thou- 
sand torget.s each year. Some of these birds 
are mode of clay, like tho original one, and 
others still of a composition of which tar is 
the chief Ingredient, but all retain nearly the 
satno saucer sliaiKj as in the lirst invention. 

Theso rival companies sent their agents 
into every citj', tomx and hainlet in the 
United States, and were the means of form- 
ing many flourishing gun dubs. With a 
club in tbeii- native place, and a shoot going 
on once or twice a vweek, what more natural 
than that tbe interest of the young men 
should be aroused. Ouns were bought, am- 
munition ordered, and soon tho conntry was 
crowded with sportsmen. When practice had 
made them reasonably u.\pert, it was in or- 
der for one club to try conclu.sions with 
another. 

It was only u sti!]) from that to tlio tourna- 
nientti, where all cindil enter, wliothora mem- 
ber of any eliil i or not. 'I'll, .SI! totu-namenta 
served to still furlher o.^eite tlio interest of 
participants, ami much friendly rivalry on- 
sued. On tliesu I iccasions swaopstake matclios 
were shot, open to nil for iiinoimts varying 
fi-oin lifty cents to or ?ri, wliieh was usu- 
ally divided into three or four parts, 60,30 
and 'JO iH i- cent., or -1(1, and lUper cent,, 

governed by the nniidjer of entries. 

At llr>t it w,-is possible for scnne contestants 
to nuike money at the.so events, but as prao- 
tlco makes perfect, and some had more time 
to devote to pracl iee than others, thoir skill 
improved, and two or three .■shooting aspiu-t- 
ners, in ot her words, torudng a combination, 
were able, by drojiping a bird or two for a 
place, to g()bl>le all the money at tho expense 
of the weaker shots. 0( course, where such 
combinations are worked, it makes the sixirt 
very expensive for tho non-winners, but the 
poor umaleiirs have stood their ground, 
shooting as if detorniiued to get there erenfe- 
ually. — New York Sun.

Kk itKnactkd, by tho Mayor and Council

Section l.-That F. F. Clark. C. G. I'orkina 
and J.F. MoInljro,o[PortTownson(l,W.T., 
and F. G. Richards, Jr., ot Viclorin, Prov- 
ince of British Cbltlinbla, and'thuir asslKn^, 
lieroiiioftor called "grantees," bo and llioy

ria, with which the lines or wires of the

Section 7.— That the said grantees here- 
by agree and covenant to indemnify the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria from 
any injury arising from or any aisually or 
accident to jierson or propert y by reason of 
any ncKlect or oniis.slon to keep said jioli'S 
and wires in a safe condit Ion. and for all 
valid claims against said city for daniai^e 
caused by said jiolea or wires, or by any 
works, alterations, repairs or improve- 
ments in connection with tho 'works herein 
contompiatod. -'d- •*? 

Section 8.— That the Corporation of tlio 
City of Victoria reserves the rlK'ht to re- 
peal or amend this Hy.law whenever In the 
judgment of the common coiiiicll of said 
city an aineiidiiieiit, or rcjieal ia necessary, 
having duo regard, however, for the vest- 
ed .Tigbt8 of the ^parties .hereunder. 

Section 9.— In the conBtruction of the 
works herein eontomidaled the said Kran- 
toosshall use tho poles Ih the principal 
streets of the city at present used liy ilie 
Telephone iiiiil Victoria Klectric lliiiiiiiii- 
atiiiK^'e., so far as ])ossible, so as lo a\'oid 
the ercctiiiK of any additional poles on said 
streets.

A Oblneso Case In Court in Which the Fos- 
Kessiou of a WKe 'is Involved. 

In the aupronio court yeatorday after- 
ncion thorn wi'.s tried a moat unique 
case, involving 110 less than the pcasoj- 
sion of a wife, a Celestial coquette re- 
joicing in the name of Ah Chung. The 
two most interested persona in the case 
were two young CtUnamcn, Ma Sliaii 
and Ah Foon, both of whom iilloged 
that Ah Chung was their wife. Sir M. 
'B. Begbio, C. J., presided, to hear the 
evidence in tho strange case while 
.Mr. Thornton Fell represented husband 
Ko. 1 , and Mr. Charles Wilson No. '2. 

Tho plot e.xplained by tho ovideiiee 
produced, and which all had to be 
liltered through interpreters as none of 
the parties most conoornotl spoke Eng- 
lish, wna briefly as follows: Ma Shau 
and All Chung wore leg.iUy married in 
Victoria several years ago, and the hua- 
banil afterwards sucoeodod in smug- 
gling his bride into Portland, Ore. 
Hero she met Ah Foon who found more 
favor in her eyes than huabaud No. 1, 
and she accordiugly married him when 
her first husband was away. 

Ma Shau returning to Portland, was 
naturally disgusted with the position 
of atl'aii's, and he straightway applied 
for the return of the vyomau in tho case 
lo \'iutoria, proving. 'thal('''iBhe had il- 
legally entered the States as he smug- 
gled her in himself. He won his point 
and Ah Chung came back to this city. 

Huabaiid No. 2 did not care to give 
lior up, however, and he too came to 
Victoria and induced tho charmer lo 
live with him. Aa aho liked him best, 
she was perfectly agreeable. 

Then No. 1 got a lawyer, and by his 
advice went to the police, accoinimnieil 
by whom he visited No. 'J's house and 
deinaiiileil his wife. The sight of the 
blue coats struck terror to the heart of 
No. 2, and he uU'ered 110 ulijcction to 
Ah Chung's departure.

Hero all things useful seem to 
meet. Aa productive a country aa there 
ia anywhere; easy of access by the best 
of govorumont rouda, and a lake of eigh- 
ty inilea long navigable ten months nf 
the year, 'iho lowlanda for farming; 
the foothills for cuttle grii/ing; the 
monnt-aina with their timber, minerals 
and gamo; what more should a man 
want 1 

At the Mission I was shovvn the Mis- 
sion Hydraulic Company |s abandoned 
worka. The history of this claim is 

simply that of many others I know of. 
Here the troitbh' was a small lliiiiie with 
a low pressure; consequently an entire 
failure. 

Here is.a piece bf hydraulio'-^ground 
which contains at the . lowest estimato 
!)0,0(X),tlQO 'cubic .■yards of pay; dirt, all 
under the^oOhtrofof btte,;flu^e,, and 
Mission Creelc'Iielow it with never less 
limn 600 wior feet of water in it, and 
a good dump capable of holding every 
yard of it. A home company under- 
took to open it, built a small Hume 
with little ])reasuro, mid failed lo clean 
lip. Hydraulic mining is a science; u 
matter of ligiirea not of talk. 

Al I'cndiclon we again come in con- 
tact with the li. C. Ciiv. system of 
wagon roads, of which too much can 
not he said. 

Here we met Mr. Iridand, general 
auperintendent nf the l.aitra H. .M. Co., 
of KelUe I'iver, with aiiiiie nf hia hired 
men, gning out fur the wilder. Frost, 
they said, had cdoaed them dnwn. They 
had not made any clean-up. It is sup- 
pnseil ibey will start again in the 
spring.

It wiiuld also teat the ores 
nf the whole district. This will pro- 
bably be done in tho spring, as the lo- 
cation is most favorable for such an 
enterprise.

RECIPROCITY. 

To 'nil-: I'jii'roK, -Many enrieapnnd 
cuts ill the public press of the pruvinee 
from time to time advocate reciprocal 
trade with our nearest neighbor, tlio 
United States, and are, no tloubt, under 
thu impression that the J)omini?)n Gov- 
ernment lias boon idle ^fi the matter, 
and has taken no steps in the direction 
of free trade between the I u n euiiiil ries. 
It is well known til, ii I he I ' iii i .1 1 Si ;i u ,-, 
abrogated the Recijiinciiy 'I'realy nf 
1854 with Caniulii, aa well as thu Fishery 
Treaty uf 1372, as it imagined that tho 
benefits of trade nndcr them were 
greater to Canada th',in to the United 
Statoa. During tlie MoKeuxio admin- 
istration in 1870, or about that lime, 
the late ( leorge l5row ii was cnii.iiiia.don- 
ed to Washinglnii In arrange a reciprnc- 
ity treaty, but failed to move the I'liited 
•States gnveriinieiit. 

T«(> years iigii ui.iiiy uf the natural 
]irnducla of the continent were placed 
on the free list by the Dominion govoru- 
ment provided the Uuitd States did 

the same. 

That part of the Ciislnms Act waa ri 
liealed in IS.S.S. anil the fnllnwing sul 
stituted as being nf w ider i iiiige, vi/. : 

",\!iy nr all ilf Ihc fnllnwing lh.it is 
tnsay : .-Vniin.ils uf all kind,-; bay :, si raw; 
vegetables, ineluiliiig pntatues and roots, 
salt, peas, beans, barley, iieilt, rye, 
Oi.ts, buckwheat, lluiir nf rye, uatiiieal, 
buckwheat tluiir, butter, cheese, Iiall of 
all kinds, lisli oil, prnducts nf creatures 
living in the water, fresh me. its and 
pniiltry, stnne nr niarble, iiii\\ rnught 
lime, gypsum, plaster uf Paris, grind 
stmies and burrs, heweii, wmii^'lit nr un- 
wrnught; timber and lumber nf all 
kinds, manufactured in wlinle nr in [lart, 
including shingles, elapbniirda and 
wond imlp, may lie inipurled iuln Can- 
ada free uf duly, nr at a leas rate of 
duty than is provided for by .1113' Act at 
the lime in force, upon proclamation by 
the Governor-Goiie)-al, wliich may bo 
issued whenever it appears to his satis- 
faction that similar articles from Can- 
ada may be imxMrted into the United 
States free bf duty or . at a rate of duty 
not exceeding that payable on the same 
tinder siich proclamation 'when imported 
into Canada." 

Here is a "direct challenge to the 
United States to enter into reciprocal 
relations witli Canada, which that 
country has not taken up, by which it 
will be seen thai our cniiiitry haa 
not, us is frequently alleged, atuml idle 
on the matter, but ia desirous tn have 
closer trade relatimiH with mir neigh- 
bora on fair and ei|uilable terms. 

The farmers of Ontario and (.'uebec 
may a])prove of such a free trade policy 
aa it would open to them a market with 
(it), (KIO, (MID of people, but how would it 
suit the ynung farming induslriea of 
tllia |)rovil'iee. 1 fail to see the bellelit, 
and remember well diii iiig the free port 
days lu re thai our tarmers eniild not 
compete with those of Puget Snund. 
The glut <if .■Vnierieaii ]irndiice in tlmsi- 
daj's made it niiprolitable fnr the home 
farmer to cart Ida hay and pntalnes frnm 
the country to Victoria, llie only mar- 
ket al that lime. 

Ti) those living in town such free 
trade would be u boon, whilst lo the 
fanners the bciielits would bo doubtful, 
hut the fact remains that we have chal- 
lenged our, neigllli<irs to -free trade in 
11. itural products, and they fight shy.
